July 2, 1836.—A special meeting was held this day at the call 
of the Bishop of New York, as Chairman. . 


The Chairman stated that the object of the present meeting was 


to consult with the Committee on the subject of making arrange- 
ents to enable the Right Rev. Bishop Kemper to present the 
claims of Missions in the West to the congregations in this city. 

The Chairman further stated, that St. John’s Chapel had been 
procured for that purpose, and that notice had been given of a 
public meeting in that place on the next Sunday evening, when a 
collection would be made for the support of Missions in Missouri 
and Indiana. 

Letters were read from the Church at Green Bay, and the sev- 
eral clergymen resident in the Territory of Wisconsin, petitioning 
that the Committee would place that territory within the jurisdic- 
tion of the Missionary Bishop, the Right Rev. Dr. Kemper. 

On the subject of these letters, the Committee adopted the 


following resolution. wns; 
Resolved, That the Secretary inform the several writers of these 


letters that the Board of Missions, at its recent session, did. not. 


consider the matter as within their own cognizance, or that of the 
Domestic Committee; that both the Board of Missions and this 
Committee are highly favorable to the measure, and that it is 
only necessary for the churches and clergy in Wisconsin to 
apply to Bishop Kemper, when he will, no doubt, consent to take 
them under bis jurisdiction. . 

A letter was read from the Secretary of War, sanctioning the 
sending of a Missionary to Fort Winnebago, Wisconsin Territory. 

Whereupon, the Committee .- 

Resolved, That Fort Winnebago, Wisconsin Territory, be made 


a Missionary station, with the usual appropriations for salary and 
outfit.

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A letter also was read from the Rev. Henry Anthon, D. D., 
dated June 28, 1836, tendering his resignation as a member of the 
Committee. ; 

The letter was laid on the table, and a special committee 
appointed to confer with Dr. Anthon on the subject of it. 

The following: resolution was, on motion, adopted :-— 

Resolved, That the Secretary and General Agent of this Com- 
mittee, have full power to act as he may deem expedient in refer- 
ence to the publication of the proceedings of the Board of Missions, 

A member having sent in his resignation on the sixth instant, 
and some other members being absent from the city, the several 
attempts which were made to have a meeting on the sixth, the 
eleventh, and the twelfth instant, failed for want of a quorum. 

July 18.—The Secretary and General Agent having left the city 
on the 9th instant, on an official visit to Green Bay and some of 
the Western States, at this meeting, Murray Hoffman, Esquire, 
was appointed Secretary pro tempore. 

A report was read from the Secretary and General Agent, which 
informed the Committee that he preached on the subject of Mis- 
sions in St. George’s Church, Flushing, Long Island, on the 3d 
instant, when a collection was made amounting to $195 OL. 

The Special Committee, appvinted to confer with the Rev. Dr.» 
Anthou onthe subject of his resignation, made their report :— 

Whereupon, the letter of Dr. Anthon, which was laid on the 
table at the last meeting, having been called up and read, 

On motion, 

Resolved, That the resignation of the Rev. Henry Anthon, D.D., 
as a member of this Committee, be accepted. 

Resolved, That the Secretary be directed to communicate to the 
Rev. Dr. Anthon the sincere regret of this Committee, that his 
parochial and other duties prevent his Jonger continuing a member 
of it; and to assure him that this Committee deeply feels the loss 
of his very valuable services generally, and especially, as Chair- 
man of the Committee on Indian Missions. 

A letter was read from the Rev. Hugh Smith, dated July 6, 
1836, resigning his seat as a member of this Committee. 

n motion, 

Resulved, That so much of the proceedings of an informal 
meeting of this Committee, held on the 12th instant, as relates to 
the foregoing letter, be sanctioned and approved. 

The proceeding had on the above letter on the 12th instant, 
was the appointment of a special committee to confer with the 
Rev. Mr. Smith on the subject of his resignation. 


The Special Committee, being called upon for their report, 
made the same. | 


Whereupon, on motion, 

Resolved, That the resignation of the Rev. Hugh Smith, as a 
member of this Committee, be accepted. _ 

Resolved, That the Secretary be directed to communicate to 
the Rev. Mr. Smith the deep regret felt by this Committee in 
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relinquishing his services, which had been made exceedingly val- 
uable by his constant and prompt attention to the work, generally, 
of this Committee, and especially to that portion of it which came 
immediately under his care, as Chairman of the Committee on 
Southern Missions. : 

Nearly thirty communications were brought before the Commit- 
tee and received their attention at this meeting. Such as called 
for no action of the Committee were put on file; some were refer- 
red to the appropriate Sub-Committees, and others received the 
prompt action of the Committee. 

Applications for Missionary appointment, accompanied by 
proper testimonials, being before the Committee, 

On motion, the following resolutions were adopted :— 

Resolved, That the Rev. Lloyd Windsor, be appointed Mis- 
sionary to New Albany, in Indiana. 

Resolved, That the Rev. F. F. Peake be appointed Missionary 
to Boonville, in Missouri. 

_ Resolved, That the Rev. Richard Cox be appointed Missionary 
to Vicksburg, in Mississippi. 

Resolved, That the Rev. William C. Cooley be appointed a 
Missionary of this Society to be hereafter assigned to some station 
in the State of Mississippi. | 

Resolved, That the Rev. John F. Fish be appointed a Mission- 
ary of this Society, to be hereafter assigned to some station in the 
State of Mississippi. 

A communication was received from the Rev. Dr. Milnor, Sec- 
retary and General Agent of the Foreign Committee, transmitting 
for concurrence, a resolution* adopted by that Committee, pro- 
viding for the appointment of a joint Committee to consist of one 
layman from each of the two Committees, whose duty it should 
be to attend to the business transactions relative to the Missionary 
Paper. The resolution was concurred in, and Mr. George C. 
Morgan appointed on the part of this Committee. 

On motion of the Rev. Mr. Jones, the following preamble and 
resolutions were unanimously adopted. 

Whereas, Almighty God, in the dispensations of his Providence, 
has removed, by death, from his earthly labors, the Right Rev. 
William White, D. D., Bishop of the Diocese of Pennsylvania, 
venerable for his years and wisdom, and for a long time the pre- 
siding Bishop of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United 
States: Therefore, 

Resolved, That this Committee entertains a deep and grateful 
sense of the manifold blessings conferred upon the Church in the 
United States, through his instrumentality; that it regards him as 
having been, under God, the chief means in procuring her organ- 
ization, and in conducting her safely through the trials and 
conflicts she has since experienced. 

Resolved, That this Committee cannot fail to recognise the 
hand of a kind Providence in prolunging his days until the Church 
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had become firmly established, had extended her benign influence 
to every part of our country, and might literally be regarded as a 
city at unity with herself. . 

Resolved, That devout acknowledgments are due to the Giver 
of every good and perfect gift, for the remarkable qualities with 
which he was endowed, the equanimity and firmness with which 
he adhered to principle in the hour of danger, the purity and con- 
sistency of conduct by which he commanded respect, and the 
learning, ability, and success with which he explained and 
defended the doctrines and institutions of the Gospel. 

Resolved, That while this Committee delights to contemplate 
him as the efficient patron of our various civil, literary, and reli- 
gious institutions, it perceives a special call to express its veneration 
for his character and services, on account of the zeal and energy 
with which he sustained the Missionary enterprise, presided over 
our General Society from the commencement of its operations, and 
presented a living example of the apostolic spirit, in the senti- 
ments he cherished, the counsel he gave, and the charges he 
delivered. 

Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions be transmitted to the 
family of the deceased Bishop, to the Bishop of the Diocese of 
Pennsylvania, and to the Secretary of that Diocese; and that they 
be published in the Churchman and the Spirit of Missions. 

Subsequently, at the same meeting, a communication was 
received from the Rev. Dr. Milnor, Secretary and General Agent 
of the Foreign Committee, then in session, transmitting for con- 
currence, resolutions* adopted by that Committee, on hearing of 
the lamented death of the presiding Bishop. 

On motion, the resolutions thus transmitted, were unanimously 
concurred in. 

On motion, the following preamble and resolutions were adopted. 

Whereas, this Committee, being impressed with a deep sense of 
the responsibility of the station to which it has been called in the 
great Missionary work of the Church, desires to discharge its high 
and important trust in the most efficient manner : and whereas, 
the experience of this Committee, for more than six months past, 
has conclusively shown that the Secretary and General Agent, to 
whose zeal, fidelity, devotedness to his official duties, and well- 
directed exertions, it desires always to bear the most ample testi- 
mony, cannot perform all the executive work of this Committee, 
in consequence of its variety and extent: and whereas, the Sec- 
retary and General Agent must of necessity be frequently, and 
sometimes for a long interval, absent from the seat of the Com- 
mittee’s operations, while experience has shown that the business 
of the office is such, as to require the constant attendance and best 
efforts of a competent officer, familiar with the details of its busi- 
ness, and prompt to execute its purposes: and whereas, this 


Committee is empowered by the ninth article of the Constitution 
to provide for such an exigency : :

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Therefore, 

Resolved, That the office of Local Secretary of this Committee 
be, and is hereby created. 

Resolved, That it be, and is hereby made the duty of the Local 
Secretary at all times to have charge of the books, papers, and 
documents of this Committee; to bring before it all communica- 
tions received, and to keep its minutes: and, in the absence of the 
Secretary and General Agent from the seat of the Committee’s 
Operations, to conduct its correspondence, and edit, (under the 
supervision and control of this Committee, and in conjunction 
with the Secretary of the Foreign Committee,) the Missionary 
Paper. 

Resolved, That the Local Secretary be allowed all the privi- 
leges of a member of this Committee, with the exception of the’ 
right of voting. ’ 

Resolved, That the salary of the Local Secretary be one thou- 
sand dollars a year. 

The Committee having determined to proceed immediately to 
fill the office thus created, 

On motion, 

Resolved, That the Rev. James D. Carder, Rector of St. John’s 
Church, Fort Hamilton, Long Island, be, and he is hereby 
appointed the Local Secretary of this Committee. 7 

On motion, ‘ 

Resolved, That the Rev. Wm. R. Whittingham be added to 
the Committee on Southern Missions. 

On motion, 

Resolved, That, in the absence of the Secretary and General 
Agent, the Local Secretary have full power to act as he may deem 
expedient in relation to the publication of the proceedings of the 
Board of Missions. 

July 25.—The Right Rev. Bishop Kemper favored the Com- 
mittee with his attendance at this meeting. The Local Secretary 
reported, that, having been apprized of his appointment as Local 
Secretary of the Committee he had accepted the office, and en- 
tered on its duties on Tuesday the 19th instant; that in addition 
to other duties he had spent much time in attention to the publi- 
cation of the proceedings of the Board of Missions, and the pre- 
paration of matter for the seventh and eight numbers of the Spirit 
of Missions. He also reported the writing of fourteen letters to 
various persons, and the subjects to which they severally related. 

On the report of the Committee on Indian Missions, several 
resolutions were adopted, having for their object greater conve- 
nience in the payment of some of the current expenses of the 
Green Bay school. 

A series of instructions and recommendations to the Secretary 
and General Agent, now on an official visit to Green Bay and to 
the Western States, was also, on the report of the Committee on 
Indian Missions, adopted. 

The Committee on Northern Missions having reported, resolu- 
tions were adopted relative to the removal of a Missionary to 
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Ohio, and to the extent of the Committee’s operations in that 
Diocese. 

The following resolutions were also adopted on the report of 
the Committee on Northern Missions :— 

Resolved, That Dearbonville, Gross Isle, and Mount Clemens, 
Michigan, be made a Missionary station. 

Resolved, That the Spirit of Missions be sent, free of expense, 
to all the Missionaries in the employ of this Committee, and that 
they be requested to use their influence in procuring subscriptions 
fur the same, within the sphere of their labors. 

On nomination, by the Rev. Mr. Jones, the Rev. John MeVic- 
kar, D. D., was elected to be a member of this Committee in the 
place of the Rev. Henry Anthon, D. D., resigned. 

On nomination, by the Rev. Mr. Jones, the Rev. William Rich- 
mond was elected to be a member of this Committee in the place 
of the Rev. Hugh Smith, resigned. 

On motion, 

Resolved, That special meetings of this Committee may be 
called by the Secretary at the request of the Bishop of the Diocese, 
or of any two members of this Committee. 

A large number of letters were laid before the Committee, and 
much business transacted by them, at this meeting, not embraced 
in this abstract. 

July 27.—An adjourned meeting. The Right Rev. Bishop 
Kemper was kind enough to attend and preside again at this 
meeting. 

The Local Secretary reported the writing of seven letters, 
besides other duties, since the meeting of the 25th. 

On the report of the Committee on Southern Missions, the 
following resolutions were adopted :— 

Resolved, That this Committee have full confidence in the faith- 
fulness, ability, and diligence of the Rev. Ashbel Steele, their 
Missionary at Pensacola, Florida, and desire his continuance at 
that station. 

Resolved, That Wetumpka, Alabama, be made a Missionary 
station, and that the Rev. Mr. Johnson, Missionary at Montgom- 
ery, be requested to visit that place as he proposes in his letter of 
June 17th. 

Resolved, That Mr. Johnson be requested to visit Dallas county 
at his earliest convenience, to make inquiries after Episcopalians 
understood to be there resident, and to inform the Committee 
as to the practicability of establishing a Missionary station in that 
county. 

Resolved, That the upper part of the city of New Orleans be 
made a Missionary station, the wardens and vestry of Christ 
Church, New Orleans, concurring therein, according to the pro- 
vision of the 31st Canon of L882. 

On the report of the Committee on Missjonaries, the following 
resolutions were adopted :— 

Resolved, That the Standing Committee of the Diocese of 
Georgia, be requested to propose to this Committee for their con- 
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sideration, the places which they desire to have made Missionary 
stations. 

Resolved, That the Rev. Henry Tullidge be appointed Mission- 
ary to Dearbonville, Gross Isle, and Mount Clemens, Michigan. 

The Right Rev. Bishop Kemper made many interesting state- 
ments, and submitted important papers relative to the promotion 
of religion and learning in the far west. 

The Rev. Mr. Richmond, who appeared at this meeting and 
took his seat as a member, was added to the Committee on 
Southern Missions. 

On motion, 

Resolved, That a special committee of three be appointed to 
take up the whole subject of salaries and outfits, and report 
thereon. 

The Rev. Messrs. Jones and Richmond, and Mr. Woolley were 
appointed the Special Committee. 

On motion, 

Resolved, That a special committee, to consist of three members, 
be appointed to report the constitution, canons, laws, resolutions, 
and by-laws, obligatory upon, and under which, this Committee 
is acting, and that they report at the first meeting in September 
next. 

Murray Hoffman, Esq., and the Rev. Messrs. Jones and Whit- 
tingham, were appointed the Special Committee. 

Other business was also transacted at this meeting.

MONTHLY ABSTRACT. 


July 5, 1836. Stated Meeting. The Secretary and General 
Agent reported, that the Board of Missions held its annual meet- 
ing in this city on the 22d of June, and continued their session by 
adjournments to the 28th inclusive, and that the report of this 
Committee was presented to and favorably received by that body, 
and will be printed with their proceedings, which are to be pub- 
ished under the superintendence of the Secretaries of the two 
Committees. 

The Secretary and General Agent further reported the tender 
to and acceptance by the Board of Missions, of the resignation of 
his office, with an understanding that he would continue his ser- 
vices, if required, to the end of the year for which he was elected ; 
and that the Rev. John A. Vaughan, of Salem, Massachusetts, had 
been elected his successor: also, that the Board of Missions had 
appointed the Secretaries and General Agents of the two Com- 
mittees editors of the Spirit of Missions, under the direction and 
control of said Committees in their respective departments. 

He farther reported, that he had written to James M. Thomp- 
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son, Missionary teacher at Cape Palmos, Africa, transmitting the : 
resolutions of the Committee in relation to his proceedings, in an 
original letter and duplicate, by two vessels, sailing, the one 
from New York and the other from Baltimore; and that he had =. 
had another very interesting interview with Dr. Hall, late Gover- 

nor of the Maryland Territory, Liberia, in relation to various mat- 

ters connected with the African Mission. a 

The Secretary and General Agent also suggested to the Com- 
mittee the propriety of taking into consideration the establishment 
of new missions, or the enlargement of those now appointed, and 
the readiness of several young clergymen of our Church to enter 
into the Foreign Missionary service. 

Among other letters read at this meeting were the following :—

DOMESTIC. 


FROM THE RT. REV. JACKSON KEMPER, D. D., MISSIONARY BISHOP. 


_ St. Louis, March 8, 1836. 

I wrote to the Domestic Committee on the 9th of February con- 
cerning Missionaries. 

Shall [I depend upon the plan there suggested ? or, shall I hasten 
to the East, visit our Colleges, Schools, and Seminaries, (and some 
of the country parishes,) and thereby obtain a few laborers, or the 
promise of a few, for this immense region? I hope the Committee 
will have the goodness to advise me on this subject. I am not dis- 
couraged, but | see difficulties, great difficulties before me, and I fear 
unless every effort is put forth by the Committee and myself, the san- 
guine expectations of the Church will in no measure be realized. 
On your full and cordial co-operation I rely without a doubt. 

It occurs to me, the question may be asked why Ihave remained 
so long at this time in St. Louis? You, I am sure, need not an ex- 
planation: you must permit me, nevertheless, to put on record, in 
this manner, my reasons. They are two :— 

The winter hi been unusually severe and changeable. The 
rivers were so frozen over or filled with ice that they were unnavi- 
gable; and the roads were so broken up that the stages ceased run- 
ning. The mail, it is said, was never so irregular, But why not 
go on horseback? Our ignorance of the country would have ex- 
posed us sometimes to encounter snow storms on the Prairies, and at 
other times to the dangerous necessity of swimming creeks,—be- 
sides, as we found during my visit in Illinois, the mire is often so 
thick that the people cannot assemble for public worship. None of 
these difficulties, however, would have deterred us, had it not been 
for the remonstrances of those who were well acquainted with this 
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country and all the perils of travel, and who declared the attempt 
would be unwise and presumptuous. Boats are now advertised to 
go up both the rivers, and, on the tenth instant I hope to be on 
another Missionary tour. 

The second reason is, that the low state of the Church in this 
city has rendered my presence important. 

When will the annual meeting of the Board be held? Shall I 
make my report (as required, Canon II. Sec. 7, of 1835) then, or at 
the end of the year? 

I hope a vote will pass the Board making all the Territories of 
the United States Missionary ground.

Your favors of March 30th, April 16th, and April 20th, are 
before me. i 

It is more than a month since I have written to you. My silence 
has arisen chiefly from necessity. 

I hoped, when I started forthe West, that Ishould be able to give 
myself wholly to the Episcopate. Perhaps, however, it will be 
necessary to improve some peculiar advantages which we now pos- 
sess in reference to education, especially as it becomes evident that 
the demands of the Church in this immense valley can never be 
supplied until we prepare natives of the soil for the ministry. I 
have facts and plans which I shall beg leave personally to make 
known to the Committee on my arrival in New York. 

Since my last, I have been two hundred miles up the Missouri. 
I wished to have gone much further, particularly to survey the 
counties of Lafayette, Jackson, Clay and Ray, but 1 had not time. 

| now beg that Boonville, Cooper County, Mo., Fayette, Howard 
County, Mo., and St. Charles, St. Charles County, Mo., may be 
made Missionary stations. 

Boonville is a flourishing town two hundred miles from St. Louis, 
on the banks of the Missouri. It contains nine hundred inhabitants, 
many of whomare intelligent and in good circumstances. When I 
was at it, there was no clergyman of any denomination residing 
nearer than ten miles, and the only service to be expected was a 
service once in three weeks from a Methodist. Itrust Mr. Peake, 
of the Seminary in New York, will devote himselfto this place. 

Fayette is fifteen miles north of Boonville, and nearly the same 
distance from the Missouri river. It likewise contains about nine 
hundred inhabitants. This town is in the midst of a thickly set- 
iled, and, I believe, a very healthy country, and numbers several 
zealous Episcopalians. 

St. Charles is only eighteen miles from St. Louis by land, 
although it is forty by water. It is beautifully situated, and is 
beginning to thrive. In reference to the establishment, of our 
Church it is exceedingly promising. The Rev. Mr. Minard spent 
Sunday, the Ist of May, there, and I the 8th of May. 

There are other towns in Missouri at which I have officiated, 
but which are not yet prepared for the Missionaries of the Church. 
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"There are many others which I was anxious to see, but which I 
had not time to visit. 

Last week I visited three of the stations of the Rev. Mr. Dar- 
row, in Madison county, Illinois, to which I was accompanied by 
the Rev. Mr. Minard and the Missionary. I preached at all of 
them; besides this, at one of them, Marine, I confirmed two 
persons and administered the holy communion. The prospects, 
particularly at this place, are encouraging. 

I have been a few days at Jacksonville, [linois, where I preached 
twice last Sunday, and also on Monday night. On the 16th and 
17th instant, I presided in the Diocesan Convention of Illinois, 
held at that place. 

I came here (Springfield) with the intention of proceeding by 
the first opportunity to Indiana, and cherished the hope that I 
eould visit Lafayette, Logansport, Crawfordsville, Indianapolis, 
and Shelbyville before going to Madison; but last evening, as I 
was about to officiate, and after I had promised to remain here 
over Whitsunday and administer the Lord's supper, I was 
informed that I cannot get to the Wabash River by this route. 
There are yet no stages, and the roads are unfit to be travelled. 
On Monday, therefore, I shall return to St. Louis, and, by taking 
the first boat, I hope to be able to spend Trinity Sunday at one of 
the Missionary stations in Indiana, on the Ohio. 

I thank you for the appointment of the Rev. Mr. De Pui to 
Rushville and Beardstown. We hoped to have seen him at the 
Convention. 

My arrangements were such before the receipt of yours of the 
20th ultimo, and the demands upon me are so numerous from 
various quarters, that Ido not expect to be in Philadelphia before 
the 2lst of June. 

I rejoice that the Committee agree with me in opinion, relative 
to the expediency of visiting our Colleges, Schools, and Semina- 
ries. I shall hasten to cross the Alleghany for that purpose as 
soon as possible. 

May 27, 1836. 

IT am now on the Ohio, and hope to be at St. Louis to-morrow 
night. I shall then have travelled this week, by land and water, 
740 miles. On Monday or Tuesday I expect to be at Madison, 
and shall go from thence into the interior of Indiana; but, if the 
roads are yet impassable, I will hasten at once to Philadelphia. 

I promised in a former letter to say something concerning 
Palmyra, Michigan City, and Logansport. The first I consider 
very important. I found there at least six communicants of our 
Church, besides several others who are attached to it. It is a 
flourishing village, containing, I suppose, 1,000 inhabitants, and 
is located in the midst of a country that is attracting much atten- 
tion at present. Upper Marion College is twelve miles from it, 
and the Lower College six. 

Michigan City is the only port owned by Indiana on the Lake. 
It is rising rapidly into importance, and demands our earliest 
attention. 


_ ot 
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Logansport, Iam told, contains several Episcopalians. The 
Rev. Charles J. Todd has been disposed for more than a year 
to settle there, and that very circumstance would alone make it 
important to us. 

My excellent brother, the Rev. Samuel R. Johnson, has, I trust, 
long before this communicated to the Committee my impressions 
relative to Lafayeite. I wish it to be made a Missionary station, 
if Mr. Johnson does not ge to it. 


FROM THE REY. A. H. LAMON, MISSIONARY TO MADISON, INDIANA. 


Madison, Indiana, April 12th, 1836. 

I should have given an account of my labors in this place some 

weeks ago, but was not aware until the reception of your letter a 
few days since, that I had been recognised as the Society’s Mis- 
sionary at Madison. 
_ Since my arrival here early in December last, I have performed 
divine service and preached twice almost every Sunday. I have 
also commenced a weekly evening lecture, which promises to be 
useful, and a Sunday school composed of the children of the 
congregation. 

We had no fixed place of worship for nearly three months.— 
Sometimes we occupied, by invitation, the churches of other de- 
nominations, and at other times a small school-room. 

The vestry have rented the masonic hall, and fitted it up very 
neatly for the accommodation of about 150 persons. . The pros- 
pect for the establishment of our Church in Madison is, I think, 
quite good, and, by the blessing of God, a large congregation may 
be collected in the course of a few years. 

I commenced with about forty hearers, who might be consider- 
ed Episcopalians, and have been encouraged by a gradual acces- 
sion to that number. 

I found but four individuals attached to our Communion in this 
place, but received three more on Easter day. I administered the 
Lord’s supper at that time. 

Had there been a pious and zealous Episcopal minister settled 
in this place ten years ago, it is thought by some of our most 
judicious citizens, that he would have collected by this time the 
largest and most influential congregationin Madison. Many who 
were once partial to our Church have connected themselves with 
other denominations, and have thus deprived us of the hope that 
their early impressions and preferences might be revived. 

I mention this fact that some zealous ministers of missionary 
spirit might be induced at once to take charge of some of the Mis- 
sionary stations in this important and rapidly growing State. 

Although we have been behind other denominations in intro- 
ducing religious services in Madison, yet, I feel assured, we would 
soon acquire a permanent and respectable footing, if we were aid~ 
ed in adopting some speedy and active measures for promoting 
the prosperity of our Zion. 
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We have no inducement to hold out to emigrants but the in- 
trinsic excellence of our services: for we have merely the upper 
room of a masonic hall}; and we shall probably not- have that 
longer than the present year. Itis true the first Christian assem- 
bly met in av upper room, yet we meet with but fcw at the present 
day who are not more or Jess influenced by external appearances. 

From the local advantages of Madison it must become a very 
important point, and had we a church correspoading with the 
prospects of the place, we should in all probability receive into 
our congregation a proportional share of the emigration. But we 
are unable of ourselves to erect a suitable house of worship, and 
unless we are aided by our brethren abroad, we must for many 
years remain in the back ground. 


“FROM THE REV. THOMAS A. COOK, MISSIONARY TO FLORENCE, 
ALABAMA. 


Lagrange, Georgia, May 6, 1886. 

In the latter part of February I received a Jetter informing me that I 
had been appointed, by the Domestic Committee, Missionary to Flo- 
rence, Alabama. As soon as my arrangements for the journey 
could be made, I started from Beaufort, S. C.. and have progressed 
thus far, but lam sorry to say that unavoidable circums‘ances have 
detained me at this place for upwards of a month. My baggage 
and books were left at Augusta, Georgia; whence I have but just 
received them. 

Lam now doing every thing in my power to be enabled to proceed, 
and, God willing, [ hope to begin my labors by the first of June. 

It is feared that a rupture is about to commence with the Creek 
Indians, who lie across my path, But I feel that if God has work 
for me to do, he will protect me from all danger; so 1 am deter- 
mined to let none of these things hinder me. 

Do rememher us in Alabama when you have Missionaries to send 


cout. In Dallas county, and in other places that I might mention, 


the field is already prepared. At least thirty.or forty families of 
our own Church in that county are without the ministrations of a 
clergyman of the Church. and, no doubt, would rejoice on any condi- 
tion to receive one among them. } 

One lady has written to me from Florence, urging me to lose no 
time, for the people are not only willing but. anxious to have a 
church. And she says that herself and family have been without 
the privilege of hearing one of their own denomination for at least 
fourteen years. How many may be similarly situated, God only 
knows. ; 

I have been preaching constantly ever since my arrival at La- 
grange, and the people have been pleased to express their surprise 
that owr doctrines are so much like the Bible. One thing is evident; 
the Charslneds but to be known here and elsewhere, to be beloved. 
It is no risk for zealous men to come out here; for provision will 
be made for them if they give themselves entirely to the work.

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FROM THE REV. DAVID BROWN, LATE MISSIONARY™* TO ST. AUGUS- 
’ TINE, FLORIDA. 


St. Augustine, Florida, June 30, 1836. 

Since my last of April 14th, in which attempt was made to con- 
vey some account of the distressed state of this unfortunate coun- 
try, a succession of trying incidents has attended my discharge of 
duty in this place, now. beleaguered by a wily and savage foe. 
The only Protestant minister here, it has often fallen to my 
lot to bury the murdered, and to offer the consolations of religion 
to the bereaved mourners who are called to the wnlooked-for 
agony of parting with a husband, or son, or father, or brother, 
cut down by a barbarian foe. In a late instance, the death of 
the unfortunate Ridgely, a prosperous, thriving, and excellent 
man, with an interesting young family, was a heavy loss not only 
to his wretched wife and weeping babes, but to the Church, for he 
was about to become one of its best supporters and highest orna- 
ments. He is gone, and poverty still presses sore upon the 
Church, most of its supporters being left destitute by the ravages 
of war. On Whitsundiy I administered the holy communion to 
the usual number of recipients, about thirty. There is a prevail- 
ing illness among the families driven into the town by the war, 
and some of them are quite destitute and dependent. These 
things, with the increased expense of living incident to war, ren- 
der my situation at the same time a very ‘interesting and a very’ 
trying one. Since my last, besides the usual public services and 
an unusual amount of duties to the sick and afflicted, I have at- 
tended eight funerals. Several baptisms, adults and infants, will 
be performed as soon as the families to whom the candidates be- 
long shall bein a condition for the sacrament. 


FROM SEVERAL GENTLEMEN AT NEW ORLEANS, LOUISIANA. 


: New Orleans, May 3, 1836. 
In view of the present great and growing wants of this city in 
relation to a provision in spiritual things, we beg leave to ask the 
immediate attention of the Domestic Committee to the fixing upon 
this city as a Missionary station. It is a fact known to very few, 
out of the city, that an American population of nearly, if not full, 
one half of the whole American population of this greatand grow- 
ing city are alike destitute of Protestant churches and ministerial 

services. 
The members of the Episcopal Church here are particularly 
anxious for the appointment of an able, middle aged, and judi- 
cious Missionary to the inhabitants of the upper part of the city. 
Such a minister. would be assisted and strengthened by the church 
now existing in the heart of the city. He would rally round him,

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at once, a congregation, the most intelligent and respectable, 
which, in a very short time, would, witho doubt, secure to him 
an independent support. As a field for Sunday school operations 
too, there would be presented opportunities for usefulness, the 

Be of which would be almost unlimited. = 
ou are aware that two hundred dollars per aunum have already 
been subscribed by one man for the support of your Missionary 
whenever he shall be sent to this field, and it is highly probable 
that other considerable sums would be subscribed in the same way. 
The Domestic Committee have recently constituted the upper 
part of the city of New Orleans a Missionary station, and are 
now endeavoring to secure the services of some suitable clergy- 
man for that station. Their reliance for the funds necessary to 
sustain this Mission is mainly on the known liberality of the Epis- 


copalians of New Orleans. 2 


FOREIGN. 
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EXTRACT OF A LETTER FROM THE REV. J. J. ROBERTSON. D. D- 
Although the sentiments of our respected Missionary, the Rev. 
Dr. Robertson, in relation to the reorganization of the Domestic and 
“Foreign Missionary Society, have been already given in published 
Bracis from his letters, the following is so replete with good feeling, 
that we cannot withhold it from our pages, nor omit to recommend 
its liberal and enlarged views to the approval of all the members of 
our Church. ‘ : 


“Tt is indeed glad tidings of great joy to our hearts to learn the 
noble stand which our beloved Church has taken in regard to the 
Missionary cause. She has now truly placed herself on primitive 
ground in regard to the diffusion of the Gospel. She has acknow- 
ledged, by a solemn act, the great truth that ‘the field is the world.’ 
She has recognised it as the bounden duty of all her members to 
take part in the great work of winning souls to Christ, and extend- 
ing the boundaries of the Redeemer’s kingdom on earth. May all 
her ministers be guided by the Holy Spirit rightly to instruct the 
people of their charge in regard to their duty as connected with this 
sacred cause. Let each one choose the department whichseems to 
him to be, for the moment, the most important, or to which habit, 
education, and various associations have most closely allied his feel- 
ings, or let him divide his influence and efforts between the two 
departments, in proportion as they may seem to him to present more 
or less powerful claims: but Jet every one do something, —do 
much,—nay, be ‘instant in season and out of season; and, above 
all, let each be careful that he places no hinderance in the way of 
those who prefer a department different from that which he has 
been led to choose. Let the only rivalship be to outdo each other 
in love and good will and liberal devotion of time, talents, and pro- 
perty, to extend the triumphs of the Cross. I am fully persuaded, 
that all our clergy are not only friends, but warm friends of Foreign 
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Missions; though some individuals among. them think that our 
efforts, for the time being, ought in a great measure, or wholly, to be 
devoted to the extension of the influence of the Gospel at home. 
Why should we harshly judge each other's motives? May the spirit 
of love and brotherly union teach us all more and more to agree to 
differ in regard to modes and places of operation; while we all 
strive together, with one heart and one mind, to establish the reign 
of Christ over the hearts and consciences of men, whether in our 
own or foreign lands. Iam particularly pleased with the establish- 
ment of two Committees, and two Secretaries, as it allows the special 
friends of t’oreign or Domestic Missions to prosecute their favorite 
department of the work with increased energy and effect, without 
danger of opposition of feeling or éxciting discussions. 1 am sure 
that no one takes a warmer interest than 1 do in the accounts of the 
march of our Church, attended with her authorized ministrations 
and primitive institutions, through the rapidly peopling regions of 
the far West. May the Spirit of glory and of God accompany her 
and may she become the blessed instrument in the hands of her 
great Founder, of causing the wilderness to bud forth and blossom 
like the rose! You can hardly conceive how it cheered my heart, 
amid the spiritual darkness which reigns around me here, to mark 
the progress of Gospel light and apostolic order in my native land. 
What happy progress has been made in Uhio, through the devoted - 
efforts of my old friend Bishop McIlvaine! What a rich blessing 
God is gracioasly vouchsafing to the labors of my former fellow 
student, Bishop Smith, in Kentucky! Even the very event which 
seemed, at one time, likely to-cause a breach of brotherly love, and 
to carry other sad evils in its train, has been providentially overruled, 
and made the means of conveying the vaiuable labors of Bishop 
Chase to the neglected fields of Illinois. And while New York, 
Virginia, Maryland, and Pennsylvania continue to enjoy the 
divine favor, it is cheering to perceive the growth of the smaller 
Dioceses of New Jersey and Vermont, under the zealous eflorts of 
their new Diocesans; and to know that the declining years of my 
reverend master in theology, the Bishop of the Eastern Diocese, are 
brightened by the increase in members and spirituality of the 
churches under his care. I have watched with special interest the 
progress made in Rhode Island, and imagine that the time is not far 
distant when it will also become an independent Dincese. ‘I he 
Bishop of Connecticut's earnest efforts in behalf of Missions beyond 
the borders of his own Diocese has not been without a Leneficial 
influence among his own people, and he will look with special de- 
light upon the appointment ofa bishop for our distant southern and 
southwestern States and ‘I'erritories. It is indeed most gratifying to 
find that our scattered members in these extreme parts of our country, 
are no longer to be left without the spiritual guidance of chief shep- 
herds of the flock of Christ, and that they may now partake of all 
the ordinances of the Church of their choice and affections. 1 hope, 
before another year has rolled away, to learn that a bishop has a180 
been appointed for China, and that with attending presbyters, he is 
on his way to that benighted 1h a amid all my joy,—almost 
VoL. I. 
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exultation, I have some fears. I fear that we may so pride ourselves 
on the measures which have been adopted, as to bring ourselves into 


_danger of being another example of the truth of the proverb, that ‘a 


proud spirit goeth before a fall.’ I fear, much as | love our apostolic 
Church, that in the.admiration of the primitive order, according to 
which our Missionary operations are conducted, we may lose sight 
too much of the need of a constant, faithful, and hearty inculcation 
of the evangelical principles of which the Church is the appointed 
guardian and disseminator. I fear, Jest our confidence in the 
power and efficacy of our new organization betray us into a for- 
getfulness of that Source from which cometh all our help; and, 
without an effectual blessing from which, all our planting and 
watering will be in vain. Oh what need now, more than ever 
before, of the abundant outpouring of the Holy Ghost upon our 
ministers and people! Ob what a call for close, inward self-exa- 
mination in regard to motives, and the singleness of our views 
to the divine glory! What urgent demand for the fervent prayers 
of all who love our Zion, that God would graciously direct all 
our measures by his unerring wisdom, our Missionary Board in 
the selection of suitable stations and the appointment of duly quali- 
fied heralds of the Cross, and the Domestic and Foreign Committees 
in the administration of their respective departments, and crown all 
our efforts for his own glory, and the best interests of fallen men, 
with abundant success! There are two points to which I hope the 
attention of the Foreign Committee will be speedily directed. The 
first is the large, fertile, and beautiful island of Crete. I have several 
times had inquiries made to me by persons connected with the 
island, to know why we did notsend a Missionary to do good also 
there. Mr. Hildner, more than a year ago, made a visit there, and 
aided a school, which has increased and improved in consequence 
of what he has done for it, and from which he receives regular 
communications. The school is at the principal port, Canea. ~ This 
is a place of considerable commerce, and has communications not 
only with Syra, Smyrna, and various parts of the Levant, but also, 
to some extent, with England and France. <A large part of the 
population of the island is Greek, and even the Turkish inhabitants 
speak the Greek language. Great ignorance prevails, and there is 
a wide field for the establishment of schools, to prepare the way for 
the diffusion of the Scriptures, by teaching the multitudes who are 
now destitute of the first elements of knowledge, how to ‘read the 
word of God. The climate I learn is generally good, and living 
less expensive than in Greece At Canea there are some foreign 
consuls, but there is probably very little intellectual or interesting 
society. Another station which I think ought to be filled as speedily 
as possible is Salonica, It is a large town, with considerable com- 
merce, and easy intercourse with a number of towns of considerable 
size in the interior. The British Consul here addressed last summer 
a note to an American merchant of Smyrna, requesting him to 
use his influence to have an American Missionary appointed and 
sent there. This note was handed to me, and [ forwarded it, with 
some remarks on the subject, to our late Secretary, Missionaries 
to these two stations should be married men.” — 
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MISSION TO AFRICA.) 

The letter from which the following extracts are made, is dated 
Monrovia, Liberia, February 22, 1836, and is from Dr. James 
Hall, late governor of “¢ Maryland Territory,” at Cape Palmas. 
It is addressed to the late Secretary, the change of that officer not 
being known in Africa at the time it was written. 


“Dear Srr,—The details contained in the body of this com- 
Munication will be in themselves an apology, or rather my reason 
for my thus addressing you, and therefore, [ will not trouble you 
on that point. 

“You will doubtless recognise me from my signature as the 
individual who some three years since delivered to you a petition 
from an infant Episcopal society, then just ushered into existence 
in this place, soliciting aid and direction from the Church in the 
United States. I also, at that time, suggested to yourself and toa 
gentleman, a manager of the Missionary Society of the Episcopal 
Church, Dr. T., the expediency of. employing Mr. James M. 
Thompson, as a reader and teacher in Liberia, expressing my full 
conviction, that his piety, talents, and uncommon acquirements, 
{for a colored man,) would ultimately recommend him to the 
heads of the Church as a fit subject for ordination.. You gave me 
reason to hope that the managers, or committee of the Society, 
would give the matter favorable consideration. Subsequently, 
however, Dr. T., whom I had the honor of meeting at Dr. Hall's, 
in Baltimore, gave me to understand that no appropriation would 
be made for Missionary labors in Liberia, until a suitable white 
agent should be ordained specially for the service. This inter- 
view with Dr. T. was in November, 1833, immediately after 
which I embarked for this place, in the service of the Maryland 
State Colonization Society. On communicating to Mr. Thompson 
the result of my endeavors to procure support for him as a 
teacher from the Church in America, and knowing, at that time, 
no other source from which he might expect remuneration for 
his services as a teacher, which employment he most ardently 
desired, he was induced to abandon the idea altogether, and ac- 
cepted the appointment of Colonial Secretary at Cape Palmas. 
From the time of the departure of Mr. Thompson from this place, 
the Church service has never once been performed, and hardly 
mentioned. Every individual of the few who attended the read- 
ing of Mr. Thompson, with one exception, are now officers and 
members of other churches. Since Mr. Thompson’s residence at 
Cape Palmas, he has had charge of a Sunday reading school for 
young men, and Mrs. Thompson has continued one for the child- 
ren, both natives and Americans. Atthe requestof the Trustees 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, Mr. Thompson has performed 
service there, in the absence of their minister, one half of the day, 
and there are four families who would immediately attach them- 
selves to a society, were one furmed ; among whom are, the present 
vice-agent, the store-keeper, and assistant physician. The assist- 
ant agent lately sent out by the Maryland State Colonization 
Society is also a communicant of the Episcopal Church. On or 
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about the first of the present month, Mr. Thompson received an 
official communication from you, bearing date, July 10, 1835, 
containing certain resolutions of the Board of Managers of the 
Missionary Society of the Protestant Episcopal Church. This 
letter was (probably accidentally) detained here some months, ere 
it was forwarded to Cape Palmas, although many opportunities 
had occurred during the time.” 


The amount of the resolutions referred to was, Ist. The appoint- 
ing of Mr. and Mrs. Thompson, teachers, with certain affixed 
salaries, under the patronage and direction of the Episcopal Mis- 
sionary Board. 2d. Directing Mr. Thompson to examine Factory 
Island, and certain other parts of Liberia, and ultimately, to select 
that point which himself and friends should judge to afford the 
greatest facilities, for the successful prosecution of the Missionary 
enterprise; with liberty to draw upon the Treasurer of the Soci- 
ety for any sum not exceeding $300 to defray the expenses inci- 
dent to such an undertaking. 


Ast» the eximination it wis deemel, in a great measure, or 
altogether, useless; as Mr. Thompson had resided in this place 
(Monrovia,) nearly two years, was frequently in the upper settle- 
ments of New Georgia and Caldwell, and knew well the character 
and views of the people of the colony, and the surrounding native 
tribes. He had also visited the Bassas previous to settling at 
Cave Palmas. The friends he chose to consult were Mr. Wilson, 
a Missionary of the American Board of Comwissioners for Foreign 
Missions, whose character and standing is doubtless well known 
to yourself and the gentlemen of your Board, and myself. We 
also were both acquainted with the actual situation of Liberia, 
from Cape Mount to Cape Palmas; Mr. Wilson having two years 
since examined the whole ground for the same special purpose as 
you directed Mr. Thompson. ; 

“Tt was our decided opinion, that a voyage undertaken by Mr, 
Thompson for the farther examination of the coast and settle- 
meuts of Liberia, would be a useless expenditure of time and 
money. But a short time was requisite, under the existing cir- 
cumstances, for Mr. Thompson to resolve upon what place it was 
his duty to select, agreeable to the instruction contained in the 
above mentioned resolutions, and Cape Palmas was that place.” 


After assigning various reasons for a preference in favor of 


Cape Palmas as the site of the first Episcopal Mission, Dr. Hall 
adds, 


* The territory to a great extent is owned in common, and nine 
kings and their dependents are incorporated with the government 
of the colony. A course of strict justiee, agreeably to the forms 
and customs of the country, has ever been pursued with all and 
every one of them : and since they have had reason to believe that 
this course of policy would be persevered in and observed, the 
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result has been a mutual exercise of good offices, and full and 
implicit confidence on both sides. In effecting this desirable state 
of affiirs, Mr. Thompson, as Colonial Secretary, has been one of 
the principal actors, anid possesses a degree of influence over the 
principal men in the country, which few, very few colonists have 
ever attained. He could in a month’s time secure in his school a 
competent number of the sons of the most respectable kings and 
head men in the country, and could probably effect more in one 
year, owing to the above-named circumstances, than he would be 
able to in five, or perhaps ever, in any sectivn of this coast to 
which he had been a stranger. I have thus briefly hinted at the 
reasons which indiced Mr. Thompson to select Cape Palmas as 
the scene of his future labors, agreeably to your instructions. 

“ From the long time which had elapsed between the writing and 
the reception of your communication, he judged it advisable that no 
time should be lost, and desired to close the connexion with the 
Colonial Agency at once. 1 visited this place with a view of pro- 
euring a substitute. Ele will commence operations in the service of 
your Society on the first of March, and from that time will cease to 
receive any compensation from the Agency of this Society, or to de- 
vote any time to its service; although he will continue nominally 
the Colonial Secretary owing to my not being able at this time to 
procure the service of one suitable to nominate to that office. At 
the request of Mr. Thompson, I deeded to the Missionary Society a 
small tract of valuable land, situate about two miles from Harper, on 
the main government road leading to Cavally River. ‘The centre of 
the plat is elevated about one hundred feet above the surrounding 
grass meadows, on which are located the Colonists’ farm lands. A 
branch of Hoffman’s River winds around its base: it commands a 
most delightful and extensive view of the surrounding country, 
and is adinirably well adapted for the establishing of a manual 
labor school. 

“Should it be the wish of yourself, or any gentleman of your 
Society, to consult with me upon the foregoing subject, on my visit 
to America, you will please to drop a line, directed to me at the 
Colonization office at Baltimore, and on my way to the North, I will 
with pleasure wait on you agreeable to your direction.” 


MISSION TO CHINA. 

We have already published an account, from the letters of our Mis- 
sionaries to China, advising of their arrival at Canton, and of their 
determination, for various reasons,to go to Singaporefor the purpose 
of pursuing the study of the Chinese language. Subsequently they 
were induced to believe that Batavia would bea more suitable place 
for that purpose, and would also afford them better opportunities for 
doing good by the distribution of tracts, and in other modes, among 
the Malays and the.Chinese in the populuus island, (Java) of which 
Batavia is the capital. 
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The letter of Mr. Lockwood, published in the sixth number, and 
that of Mr. Hanson, published in the last, dated from the last- 
named place. give reason to believe thatin all repects their expect- 
ations will be likely to be realized. We have now the pleasure 
of laying before our readers an extract from a letter recently receiv- 
ed from the Rev. Mr. Hanson, dated Batavia, April 6, 1836, in 
which, after mentioning the design of the Rev. Mr. Medhurst, a 
missionary of many years standing and of high character, from 
the London Missionary Society to China, and who is now in Eng- 
land, to visit the United States before his return to his station, he 
speaks in warm terms of the kindness and attention of Mr. M. to 
himself and colleague, and states that he has afforded them 
every assistance in his power. Mr. Medhurst, though not a cler- 
gyman of the Episcopal Church, uses regularly the services of the 
Church of England in a sinall chapel erected by the English and 
American residents in Batavia, in which he has a service every 
Sunday morning for their benefit. Mr. Hanson adds :— 


“T feel that it would be arrogance in me to trouble you with 
general remarks respecting this country, or the present state of 
Protestant Missions to China, as you are quite as wellaequ ainted 
with the general subject as myself. I would remark, however, 
that as far as my own ubservation has extended, the state of things 
in China appears to be well understood by intelligent Christians in 
America, who have taken pains to acquire information on the sub- 
ject. I was disposed to think that the statements of Mr. Gutzlaff 
respecting the eagerness with which the Chinese along the east 
coast of China received Christian books, was highly colored, if not 
exaggerated. But Mr. Medhurst, who made a voyage along that 
coast last summer, for the purpose of making observations, fully 
confirms all that Mr. G. has stated. Some account of the voyage 
has been published, which I presume you have seen, from which 
you will be able to judge of the practicability of this method of 
disseminating theGospel in China. We deeply regret that we are 
not prepared to enter at once on this promising field. But to act 
efficiently, even in the humble capacity of tract distributors, some 
acquaintance with the language of the people must first be attain- 
ed, and in the. case of so difficult a language as the Chinese this 
must consume time. Besides, missionary operations here are in 
a very imperfect state. But few books have been prepared for 

istribution, afd those few are confessed by their authors to be so 
mperfect as to require revision and improvement. Others should 
also be prepared as soon as possible. ‘To do this properly a tho- 
rough knowledge of the language is necessary, and to acquire this 
-- is not the work of a day or a year, but of prolonged study and ap- 
plication, For this department of labor individuals of peculiar 
qualifications are necessary, such as Mr, Gutzlaff, Mr. Medhurst, 
and Mr. Bridgeman; the latter of whom has aided in the new trans« 
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lation of the Bible, which has been prepared principally by the 
two former. 

“You thus perceive that we are just beginning to prepare for 
Missionary labor in China. If every obstacle which is now op- 
posed to the introduction of the Gospel into that country was re- 
moved, we should be able to make but little use of the liberty. 

“In selecting missiunaries for China it should ever be borne in 
mind, that it is not so much numbers, as suitable men, that are 
needed. For this work men of superior intellectual and literary 
qualifications are indispensably necessary. They should also be 
deeply imbued with the spirit of their Master; as nothing ean 
supply the place of vital piety. It will not do to send out men of 
any other description because suitable persons may not easily be 
obtained. It would be a useless expenditure of human life and 
treasure. To obtain men of eminent talents, piety, and learning, 
the Church should spare neither pains nor expense. I have thus 
spoken specially in reference to China. But the missionary field 
in this part of the world is very extensive, and men of every de- 
gree of capacity and qualification may be useful. ‘The natives of 
the islands of the Indian Archipelago speak a language as simple 
and as easy of acquisition as any Janguage of which we have any 
knowledge. Their numbers are not accurately known, but are 
supposed to be from five to six millions; so that those who might 
not succeed in gaining a competent knowledge of the Chinese, 
might be useful among the people just mentioned. If the num- 
ber of American missionaries should be increased, I think it very 
important that we should have some regularly constituted head. 
While there are but few laborers in the field, perhaps it would be 
best to leave them independent of each cther, and at liberty to 
act on their individual responsibility ; but should their numbers be 
materially enlarged, the best way to secure united and harmonious 
exertion is to have such an arrangement made as would give the 
mission a properly constituted head. 

“ Weare here pursuing our studies without annoyance or inter- 
‘ruption, and can mingle freely and at all times with the Chinese 
population in Batavia. Mr. Medhurst acquired his knowledge of 
the Chinese Janguage here before he went to China; and [ think 
we have nearly the same advantages for its acquisition here, as, 
under present circumstances, we sbould have in China.” 


MISSION TO PERSTA. ’ 

We have had the pleasure of receiving a second letter from the 
Rev. Mr. Southgate, our Missionary to Persia, &e. The first 
was from Havre, and advised us briefly of his arrival in France. 
The present is dated Marseilles, June 25, 1836, nearly the whole 
of which we are gratified in having the opportunity of placing on 
our pages, 


“Rev. ano Dear Srr,—I have delayed writing until I should 
be able to give you some definite information of my movements. 
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I wrote to you from Havre, immediately after my arrival, and in 
commencing this letter, L return to that date. I think that I said 
nothing of my voyage. ‘Though long, it was unusually pleasant, 
and most of the time I was in a condition to enjoy it. I did not 
suffer from the sickness that every one anticipates; and to so new 
a traveller upon the ocean as I am, there were not wanting fre- 
quent objects of novelty and interest. Add to this the higher 
consolations of religion, especially the inward satisfaction arising 
from a consciousness of being in the path of duty, and the relief 
which this afforded in those hours of sadness which no one who 
leaves friends, home, country, uncertain of return, can expect to 
escape; and 1 know not that L have ever enjoyed more, or suf- 
fered less, than in those five weeks upon the ocean. 

‘We anchored in the Havre roads, as my last letter informed 
you, on Tuesday morning, May 3lst. All the passengers except 
myself hastened ashore, glad to escape from their confinement; 
while I remained till evening, to prepare letters for the packet of 
the following day. Our company during the voyage were twenty- 
four in number, among whom no less than seven different nations 
were represented. As there was but one American besides myself, 
and most of our fellow-passengers were entirely unacquainted 
with the English language, I found it impracticable to have ser- 
vices on the Sabbath; a privation which I regretted on my own 
account, as well as for others; but which was lessened by the 
more private opportunities which I enjoyed, of worshipping with 
my American friend in my state-room. Those seasons will nut 
soon be forgotten, and least of all, the feelings with which we 

a. united in the prayer, that concludes the morning and evening ser- 
vices of the Church, in which we asked for the fulfilment of the 
promise given to two or three gathered in the name of Christ. 

“The next day after my arrival was spent in conveying my 
baggage from the ship, and passing through the ordeal of the 
custom house, whichwas attended with no difficulty. IT rematned, 
in Havre will Friday, for the sake of having the company of Cap- 
tain Pell to Paris. [am greatly indebted to him for his uniformly 
kind attention during the voyage, and for the valuable assistance 
which he rendered me after my arrival. We left Havre on Friday, 
P. M., by the diligence, and arrived in Paris at twelve, noon, the 
following day. 

‘My stay in Paris was three days longer than I intended or 

“ wished; as [ had already been detained by a long voyage, and 

was anxious to be in Constantinople, and enter upon the Bors of 
my mission. Captain Pell's familiarity with the city, and his 
freedom from other engagements while there, enabled him to 
render me much important assistance. My letters also introduced 
me to friends, who cheerfully gave me all the aid in their power. 
I found, however, some difficulty in obtaining such books as I 
wanted, but at length succeeded in procuring nearly all that will 
be needed at the commencement of my oriental studies. 1 send 
you herewith a list of them, which 1 might have greatly enlarged,

had I not thought it best to wait until I should reach Constantino- 
ple, and learn more definitely what books are needed. For this 
purpose I made such arrangements that I can, ina month, procure 
from Paris all that I may want, at the same discount with those 
already purchased. There are some books, however, (particu- 
larly Sale’s Koran,) that will be of service to us, which may best 
be obtained in the United States. These I have requested my 
intended associate to bring with him. 

*“*T received, before I left Paris, aletter forwarded from New 
York by the packet ‘ Poland,’ of the 16th of May, to the care of 
Griswold & Adams. ‘'Thisis the only letter. that I have received 
since I left, although I confidently expected several by the packet 
of the Ist May. [still think that some must have been sent, but 
they have not reached me. I may be able before I leave Marseilles 
to make some permanent arrangement by which my letters may 
be sent to me at Constantinople. Perhaps, however, it will be 
best to have them sent directly to Smyrna from Boston.: I will 

‘consult with our friends here on this matter, and inform you more 
particularly before I leave. 

_ TZ had an opportunity, while in Paris, of preaching in one of 
the Protestant churches. My text was the last command of the 
Saviour, and my principal design was to show that the duty it en- 
joins was binding upon all the disciples of Christ throughout the 
world. The cause of Missions to the unevangelized is gaining 
ground rapidly in France. I see by the report of the 12th anni- 
versary of ‘The Society of Evangelical Missions to People not 
Christians,’ that their receipts the last year have exceeded by 6000 
francs those of the former. The speeches contained in that re- 
port exhibits so much of pious zeal in behalf of the heathen, that 
Ihave been tempted to translate a part of them for the Christians 
of America. 

“I left Paris by the diligenee, on Thursday, 15th June, and af- 
ter travelling two days and two nights, arrived at Chalons, distant 
240 miles, on Saturday afternoon. Ispent the sabbath in Chalons, 

and early the following morning started for Lyons in the steam- 
boat down the Saéne. We arrived at Lyons before evening, and 

‘the next morning at three o’clock I embarked again on the Rhone 
for Avignon, where I arrived at evening; and hearing of a stage 
to start in a few hours for Marseilles, I secured a passage, and af- 
ter travelling all night, arrived here yesterday, (Wednesday,) at 


noon. 


“ How long will be my stay in Marseilles I am unable to say. | 


I intend to embark in the first vessel for Smyrna. I have deliver- 
ed my letters, but have not yet obtained the requisite information. 
I shall write you again as soon as the time of my departure is de- 
termined, which, I trust, will be within a few days.

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RIGHT REV. WILLIAM WHITE, D. D., LATE PRESIDENT OF 

THE DOMESTIC AND FOREIGN MISSIONARY SOCIETY OF THE 

’ PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 

The demise of the Right Rev. William White, D. D. presiding 
Bishop, who also filled the oflice of President of the Domestic and 
Foreign Missionary Society of our Church, from its first institution 
until his death, has been so generally announced in the religious 
papers of the Church, and the testimonials of regard for his exalted 
character and long and distinguished services had been so nume- 
rous and ample, that the only ebject of introducing the mention of 
the melancholy event in our pages is, that the Editors may unite in 
the common expression of grief for the loss which the Church has 
sustained, and record their veneration and respect, as the bodies 
which they represent have done, for his revered memory, more 
especially in the relation which he held to the institution, a part 
of whose concerns are committed to their charge. 

The Society was founded under the auspices of our lamented 
president, at the General Convention held in the City of Philadel- 
phia in May, 1820. The seat of its operations was fixed in that 
‘city, and Bishop White, besides his presidency of the Society and 


“> of the Board of Directars, became Chairman of the Jate Executive 


Committee, and continued during the whole of its existence a wise 
counsellor as well as faithful coadjutor in its operations. 

In the reorganization of the Society at the General Convention 
Jast fall, as in all the other interesting measures of that body, he 
took an active part, and mingled in devout gratitude with his ven- 
erable associates in the House of Bishops for the harmony by 
which the proceedings were so happily marked, and the gratify- 
ing results in which the session terminated. Alas! our honored 
father and friend has gone from among us. No more shall our 
eyes dwell upon his venerable form, nor our ears be greeted with 

well-timed salutary counsels which he was ever ready to dis- 

_ charge in courtesy and kindness. But he has come to his grave 
in a full age, like as a shock of corn cometh in his season! ‘“ Mark 
the perfect man, and behold the upright; for the end of that man is 
peace.” In the language of his respected successor, “ His change 
from mortal existence to immortality was like his whole course, 
calm, peaceful, serene. No tumult of the mind—no agitation of the 
body, disturbed his dying moments. ‘Tranquil as childhood had 
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been his soul during life—tranquil as childhood was it in its depart- 
ure. Except that the mortal fabric remained, it may be said of 
him as of Enoch, ‘he walked with God, and he was not, for God 
took him; for before he was taken he had this testimony, that he 
pleased God.’ ”

SECRETARY AND GENERAL AGENT OF THE DOMESTIC COMMITTEE. ~ 


The Rev. Mr. Dorr, Secretary and General Agent of the Com- 
mittee for Domestic Missions, left this city on the 9th of July, on 
an extensive official tour in the west. By communications 
from him, the Domestic Committee learn that he spent Sunday, 
the 10th ult., at Troy ; and that the Episccpalians of that city, with 
their characteristic liberality, contributed the sum of $331 04 to 
the Domestic funds. On Sunday, the 17th ult., he visited Utica 
and New Hartford, where, in consequence of the recent introduc- 
tion of the plan of systematic charity on the principle of monthly 
contributions, no collections were made. A considerable increase, 
however, in the Domestic Committee’s funds is expected to arise 
from the visit. Sunday, the 24th ult., was spent by him at Buffalo, 
when a collection was made in St. Paul’s Church in that city, 
amounting to the liberal sum of $215 55. This is said to be 
the largest collection ever made in that church. On Sunday the 
1st instant he officiated in Detroit, Michigan.
